| First Steps Taken in Civil Service 
Reform 
| There are certain obvious “first 
steps” in carrying out the reform of 
the Dominion civil service, as prom- 
ised in the union government's ini- 
tial manifesto, The civil service 
commission of Ottawa has been ask- 
ed to report on a plan for liberating 
the thousands of government em- 
ployees outside of Ottawa from the 
s of the local patronage com- 
mittees, so that appointments and 
Promotions shall be determined 
through the civil service commission- 
ers alone. While ultimately all gov- 
ernment officers, whether in Ottawa 
or in the “outside service’ must be 
brought under the operation of the 
merit system, certain branches of the 
government’s work call for immedi- 
ate application of the new plan for 
the riddance of patronage. It is 
doubtless highly desirable that not 
even a junior clerk in a town post 
office should be manipulated by a 
local political ring, but it is of much 
more account that the members of 
{techincal services should come in for 
the first application of patronage re- 


lief. One of these technical services 
is the Dominion forestry branch, 
with a large staff of ficld men re- 


sponsible for the protection from 
fire of the enormous areas of forest 
in the prairic provinces and a sec- 
tion of British Colutnbia, Since the

Disease Should Be Burned

tain. The disease is also liable to 
attack human beings although it does 
not appear epidemically in man, 
Many cases have been reported 
where men have died as a result of 
contracting anthrax from the skin- 
ning of an infected animal or from 
handling the wool or skins of ani- 
mals that have died from 
case, 

This information is brought out in

Linking Up North Country 


McArthur’s Road to Touch Fort 
Providence “Somewhere 
in North”

f for Fort Providence, 
Mackenzie River!” How long will it 
be before that announcement will be 
heard in the Winnipeg railway  de- 
pots? J. D. McArthur’s Peace Rives 
line is definitely reaching out that 
way. A charter has been secured as 
far as Hay Lake, on the north side 
of the Peace and west of Fort Ver- 
milion, and Mr. McArthur secks an 
extension to Fort Providence on the 
Mackenzie river, a place which a few 
years ago seemed far remote from 
the possibility of railway connection. 

Mr. 


Columbia railway, is now in opera- 
tion to Peace River Crossing, and 
tenders are being called for the erec- 
tion of a bridge to carry it over that 
stream. Graders will be at work on 
the north side of the river preparing 
a grade for the rails of a road to be 
built through the settlements already 
established in that part of the Peace 
River country, This will be the start 
of the contemplated road to Fort 
Proyidenee, which will make accessi- 
ble rich and varied natural resources 
—agrictultural and pasture lands, 
timber, minerals and fish, 

The steel section of the bridge that 
is to span the Peace at the Crossing 
will be 1,700 feet long, with approach- 
es that will add another seven or 
eight hundred feet to its length, The 
settlers on both sides of the river 
are demanding that provision be 
made for vehicular trafic when the 
bridge is constructed and representa- 
tations will be made to both the Al- 
berta and federal governments con- 
cerning the matter, It is likely that 
both governments will be asked to 
give financial assistance for a vehi- 
cular traffic deck. Unless this is done 
it is felt that it will be many years 
before a bridge can be built for the 
use of the general publi The esti- 
mated cost of the railway bridee 
proposed is over $1,000,000. A special 
traffic bridge it is felt would be a 
great aid in the settlement and’ de- 
velopment of the country.

The Storage of Potatoes 


By Lou D. Sweet, Head of Potato 
Division, U. 8. Food 
Adininistration 


It is of great importance that all 
the potatoes raised this year should 
be stored under proper conditions. 
Even when every precaution is taken 
the wastage of potatoes during the 
winter is considerable; under bad 
conditions of stotage it is very great 
indeed, 

In order that 


the best methods 
may be adopted by the small grow- 
ers those who have not had the ex- 
perience in the storage of potatoes, 
should know the chief causes of the 
wastage. These causes are: 


| (1) Sweating, heating and con 


quent rot: often due to insufficient 
ventilution; 

_ (2) Rotting: due to potatoes get- 
ting wet at the time of putting them 
in storage; 

(3) Injury from frost: 

(4) Decay: owing to disease 
tubers at time of storage; 

(3) Sprouting in 
spring, 

lt is not possible to prevent alto- 
gothe sses from these causes, hut 
by the best 
age, it is possible 
very materially, 

This may be done by faking care 
to guard against losses from cach of 
these causes: 

(1) Sweating and heating occur if 
the freslily dug potatoes are piled in 
too large piles, so that the air can- 
not cirewate between the tubers. ‘Vie 
\tisk of loss from this cause is great- 
cst in the fall, immediately after the 
| tubers have been dug, and it is, 
jthereforc, important that potatoes 
when dug should not be put in un- 
nec rily large piles, nor kept in 
all ill-ventilated 100m, 

(2) Rotting from getting the pota- 
jtocs wet. Jf the potatoes at the 
“digging time are allowed to get wet 
and to go into storage in that condi- 
jtion, rotting is sure to occur, Be 
careful to have your potatoes dry 
{before storing, 

(3) Injury from frost. Potatoes 
jare casily damaged by frost. If they 
become frozen, their market value is 
(destroyed, Therefore, take every 
Precaution to protect the tubers 
from frost before and after digging. 

(4) Disease, There ure several 
discases of the potato which destroy 
the tuber, and if discased tubers are 
mixed with the sound ones, the dis- 
case spreads rapidly; therefore, it is 
ROC y to sort the potatoes care- 
fully, climinating all of the disease, 
the cuts, culls, and dirt before plac- 
ing them into permanent storage for 
the winter, All of the cuts, culls, 
misshapen and diseased tubers should 
be fed to the poultry and live stock, 
hut should be steamed or boiled be- 
fore being fed, as in this way you 
increase the food value, and also des- 
troy the germs of the disease, so 
that it will not get into the manure 
and thence into the land. 

(5) By Proper! ventilation of the 
ecllar or storage room, andsbyhold- 
ing the temperature as near 35 de- 
grees I, as possible, you can keep 
the pelntogs from spropting. 
Selection of seed, eed for next 
year’s’ planting stiould be  sclected 
from hills that produce all nice, true 
to type potatoes. These should be 
selected at the digging time, and 
stored separately in crates or hoxes, 
and by storing them in a well-light-

Valuable Pamphlet Issued by the 


Department of Agriculture 


On account of the high value 
concentrated foods _ suitable for 
swine feeding, it is important that 
the foods that are used be so com- 
bined as to produce the maximum of 
results. The question of housing al- 
so enters largely into the profitable 
production of pork. To encourage 
farmers to raisc as many hogs as 
possible, and to make the most mon- 
ey therefrom, the department of ag- 
riculture at_Ottawa, has issued Pam- 
phlet fo. 22 on the “Feeding and 
Housing of Swine.” This pamphlet 
which may be obtained free at the 
Fublications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, deals also with 
the questions’ of breeding and care 
of the animals at different ages and 
at different seasons of the year, 
This pamphlet is prepared by Pro- 
fessor G, E, Day, in charge of the 
bacon production campaign, Domin- 
ion department of agriculture, Mr, 
E. S. Archibald, Dominion animal 
husbandman and his assistant, Mr. 
G. B, Rothwell. 

Mr. Archibald, after much experi- 
imental work, lays down the princi- 
pal that an expensive piggery is un- 
necessary. Brood sows may be kept 
under most circumstances, even in 
the winter season in a single board 
hog cabin. This pamphlet gives 
specifications and’ plans, not only of 
a large piggery, but of a cheap aud 
portable cabin.

Merchants Banish 
All-Wool Clothes 


Trade in U.S. Pledges Itself to Re: 
serve Best Stocks for 
Army and Navy 
Three hundred men, 


representing 
United 
States, met in New York and after 
listening to an address by Charles 
Eisenman, of the committee on sup- 
plies of the council of national de- 
fence, pledged their factories and 
their resources to the whole-hearted 
support of the government. 
Hereafter, if the plans adopted are 
carried out, the only way in which 
the citizens of the United States will 
be able to get all-wool garments will 
be by joining the army or navy. It 
was resolved at the meeting to re- 


tain all the wool necessary for the 
armed forces of the United States 
and to cke out the remainder with 
substitutes for civilian wear, 
According to the resolution the 
woollen dealers will place on the 


market thi 
seent neces y, as many lines as 
our respective equipments will per- 
mit of fabrics containing a material 
percentage of other stocks than vir- 
gin wool.” 

The resolution also voices the de- 
termination of the dealers “to dis- 
courage the use of wool for purposes 
other than are essential for the 
comfort and health of the civilian 
population.” 

In this project the government is 
gvsked to co-operate with the wool 
men, The present shortage of wool 
was also discussed. To relieve this 
shortage the committce suggested 
that the government arranve with 
Great Britain to release for shipment 
to this country from 200,000,000 to 
300,000,000 pounds of the Australian 
and-New Zealand wool, which she 
has stored up at present, refusing to 
export it, despite the long overdue 
orders from American manufacture 
ers,

The Assiniboine Indians 


Remnant of the Tribe Now. Live 
Peacefully Near Wolseley 


The district around Regina was, 
in the days before the railway, the 
territory of the Assiniboine Indians. 
At one time they were the allies of 
*the Crees and it was under the aus- 
pices of that numerous people they 
first entered the prairie country. The 
Assiniboines belong to the Sioux 
people, who in their various wander- 
ings from east to west have succeed- 
ed in dominating the tribes with 
whom they haye come in contact. 
They did not therefore remain long 
subject to the Crees and in the 
course of time took to themselves 
some of the Sbest hunting grounds of 
their allies, and warned them away 
in unmistakable terms, 

In 1879 a violent epidemic of small 
pox swept through: the Indian lodges 
and the Crees and Saulteaux with 
their limited knowledge of the cle- 
inents of hygiene died in hundreds. 
The Assiniboines on the other hand 
suffered scarcely at all, as they went 
away out on the plains far from con- 
tagion. 

There are some tnembers of the 
Assiniboine tribe still living on a re- 
serve near Wolseley although sadly 
diminished in numbers. They have 
become good farmers and stock rais- 
ers, and have brought into civilized 
occiipations the same agegressive- 
ness which characterized them in 
their dealings with their old time 
tribal associates. Some years ago 
when horse stealing was coimmon on 
the plains, Major Bell, who operated 
the Bonanza farm at Indian Head, 
had some valuable animals stolen out 
of his barn. No. one had seen them 
go and there was no trace of them 
left in the country. The commission- 
er of the Mounted Police asked Col- 
onel Macdonald of Crooked Lakes, 
who at that time was Indian Agent 
for Treaty 7, if he could supply an 
Indian tracker. The Colonel went 
down to the Assiniboine reserve and 


brought up two old hunters. They 
picked up the trail at the door of 
Major Bell’s stable and loped away 


on it to the American boundary. 
They never lost it despite the fact 
that a herd of cattle crossed it in the 
Yellow Grass Marsh, and eventually 


were recovered and turned 
Bell.—Regina Post.

But 
as time went by and the German 
population multiplied in Russie, load 
ing Germans did undoubtedly shape 
their policy with the end of making 
Russia a mere hewer of wood andl 
drawer of water for the Fatherland, 
In the present generation it has beet) 
an outstanding feature of German 
policy, Germany has always despis- 
ed Russia, because Gerinany has al 
ways had her own way with her huge 
shambling neighbor, 

A history of the German policy of 
virtually enslaving Russia is given in 
the New York Times by Dr, Alen; 
ander Kohanowski, special agent_o 
the Russian consulate in Seattle. Th 
first immigration on a large gcale of 
Germans into Russia begen in the 
reign of Catherine 11,, and continued 
until the beginning of the war, At 
that time there were in Russia 5 
000,000 Germans who did not speak 
the Russian language, did not con- 
form to Russian customs, {nm many 
cases defied Russian law, and coneth 
tuted an absolutely indigestible for- 
cign element. ‘The original settlers 
entered Russia at the invitation of 
the Empress, who hoped “ -t they 
would prove a stimulus to thelr Rue: 
sian neighbors, and introduce th¢ 
methods and aris of Weatern Europe 
among the Slavs. So anxious was 
she for the success of the experiment 
that extraordinary inducements were 
held out, Each immigrant from 
Germany was given 200 acres of land 
and was exempted from any taxation 
for one hundred years, 

By the time it was seen that the 
experiment had failed there were tow 
many German settlers, and they were 
too wealthy and long established td 
be summarily uprooted, Moreover, 
Germany had -rown in the meantime 
to a powerful state, and would nok 
permit the Ryssian government i& 
deal in any arbitsary way with Gef- 
man citizens, even if the governmiens 
had shown @ desire to do 40. 
Catherine had insisted that jhe Ger‘ 
man iminigrante should settle in
